We don't mean to question the truth of the 
statement and regret that it should have the 
slightest basis in fact, but what sort of pro­ 
cess is “sleeping under a lethargy of de­ 
spair?” It the Lethean waters have com­ 
pletely rolled over the rotting timbers of un­ 
framed Yankee ships and over the men 
interested in building and launching them, 
the unconsciousness logically consequent upon 
the fact should be a sutlicient antidote to 
“despair.” Yet we may be wrong; 'tis long 
since we studied the poetics of mechanics. 


In a critical notice of the music had at 
Theodore Thomas' recent benefit, the phrase 
“ tone-pictures ” is made use of to designate 
a peculiar quality of instrumentation.

sible classes. Everybody lias heard the phrase 
“ word-painting," for example. 
Now, there 
is no such thing as word-painting; the phrase 
lins a meaning tint it is unhappily constructed 
for all that. 
Li t us have simple names for 
great things—so shall we learn them lielier. 
“ Tone-pictures," indeed! lur blind men who 
see with their ears.

endure it. 
The consequences of this deplor­ 
able state of things will bo incalculable.

the duty of all to try to prevent It on this 
account, and for the above reasons we ask 
for the inquisition of a tax at live per cent. 
on the riches of the island, which arc repre­ 
sented by landed proprietors in city and coun­ 
try, aud by commercial and banking institu­ 
tions and others, to be paid quarterly for two 
years, beginning with July 1st, 1874. 
It is 
hoped that at the end of this period the war 
will be concluded and there will be no further 
necessity for such extreme measures." The 
subscribers to tho above document pledge 
themselves to pay their part of tho tax and 
anxiously await a decree levying the same and 
making the necessary provision for enforcing 
its collection.

The jewel of consistency should be bun? in 
the nose of Governor Moses of South Caro­ 
lina. He has made himself a reputation as a 
jail deliverer in bis own interest, and has ad­ 
ded to it by his late pardon of the three Couu- 
tv Commissioners who were sentenced respect­ 
ively to three, nine and ten years in the peni­ 
tentiary for corruption and tbleviD g. Like 
his celebrated namesake we have reason to 
fear the Governor of South Carolina will never 
see the Promised Land. And unlike him we 
have no expectation that he of the Palmetto 
state will have angels for his pall-bearers at 
the time of his leaving a world which is all 
the worse for his having lived in it. 


The conviction of the two New York Police 
Commissioners, Charlick and Gardiner, is a 
startling indication of the latest mood of the 
political world. It took months and even 
years of agitation to bring Tweed to the dock, 
although he was the biggest scoundrel in the 
country, even exceeding Shepherd; and it was 
not until he was shorn of his power and com­ 
paratively weak that he was hekl ameuable 
to law. But Charlick and Gardiner have been 
tried in the days of their power, and for an of­ 
fence that was considered rather clever than 
otherwise only a few years since. John Kelly; 
grim sachem of Tammany, smiled when the 
jury pronounced the pair guilty, possibly be­ 
cause the little informality of manipulating 
election boards usually aroused a smile at 
Tammany feasts. 


A World correspondent writing from Maine 
says concerning the contrast between good 
old times in that state and the present in ref­ 
erence to the shipping interests: “Formerly, 
under Democratic rule, our shlp-yards were 
busy, our docks were full, our laborers con­ 
tented, our merchants prosperous. To-day 
we are sleeping under a lethargy of despair.” 
We don’t mean to question the truth of the 
statement and regret that it should have the 
slightest basis in fact, but what sort of pro­ 
cess is “sleeping under a lethargy of de­ 
spair?’’ It the Lethean waters have com­ 
pletely rolled over the rotting timbers of un­ 
framed Yankee ships and over the men 
interested in building and launching them, 
the unconsciousness logically consequent upon 
the fact should be a sufficient antidote to 
“despair.” Yet we may be wrong; ’tis long 
since we studied the poetics of mechanics. 


In a critical notice of the music had at 
Theodore Thomas’ recent benelit, the phrase 
“ tone-pictures ” is made use of to designate 
a peculiar quality of instrumentation. It 
should be explained that the newspaper critic 
is not responsible for it inasmuch as it is 
printed on the score itself, and so is to be 
debited to the composer. But we protest 
against the tiller as an essential nuisance of 
language. 
“ Tone-pictures!” why not say 
pigment-waltzes as well? A picture is a pic 
ture and a tone is a tone; each addresses the 
mind in a diilerent way, and there is no nat 
ural unity between them [as methods of the 
communication of thought. There is a super- 
refinement among the aspiring creme de la 
creme of society and art which leads its pos­ 
sessors to covet a new language. We hope 
the infection will not spread to the more sen 
siblo classes. Everybody has heard the phrase 
“ word-painting,” for example. Now, there 
is 110 such thing as word-painting; the phrase 
has a meaning but it is unhappily constructed 
for all that. Let us have simple names for 
great things—so shall we learn them better. 
“ Tone-pictures,” indeed! for blind men who 
see with their cars. 


The President’s appointment of Mr. líale of 
Maine to the Postmaster Generalship, made 
vacant by the resignation of Mr. Cresswell, 
proves as severe a riddle to the politicians as 
the latter’s resignation itself. They all agree 
that Grant lias no longer the ability to sur 
prise anybody, for he has made known the 
fact that no common law of precedent binds 
him; but in trying to fathom the reasons for 
this last freak of his the quidnuncs are at 
fault. Mr. líale is one of the most intimate 
friends of Speaker Blaine, and Speaker Blaine 
is presumed to be an early-bird candidate for 
the White House. Now, question the search­ 
ers of signs, what made Grant put the other 
self of his rival into a position which aflords 
the largest opportunities of any in the Cabinet 
for the prosecution of a presidential cam 
paign? Does it mean that Grant has given 
up the hope of a third term, if, indeed, he 
ever indulged one ? and ha3 lie pronounced 
for Blaine as the administration favorite for 
the successor3hip ? Or, again, does the Pres­ 
ident cling to the intention of going on the 
course again, and by placing Hale in the Cab­ 
inet expect to curry favor with Senator Chand­ 
ler, Mr. Hale’s father-in-law, whose help he 
regards as a thing to lie desired? Here is a 
little nut to be cracked in warm weather. 


Certain of Thursday’s dailies publish a high­ 
ly dramatic account of an accident to an ex 
press passenger train upon the Harlem Rail 
road. While running at the rate of forty miles 
an hour the train struck a cow which was try 
iug to pick up a precarious livelihood between 
the rails. At the first impact the animal w 
thrown several feet up the side of a slope 
earth, from which she again fell upon the track 
and under the rear car. The car, filled w 
assorted humanity, was at once dislodged from 
the rails and dragged for a considerable dis 
tance, demolishing telegraph-poles and te 
ing down line-fences until finally it collided 
with a big stone and stopped. We were glad 
to read that nobody was seriously hurt. It is 
wonderful how near people can come in such 
cases to death and cheat the watchful old mon­ 
ster after all. Yet the satisfaction of illustrat­ 
ing this fact can hardly be considered a fair 
ollset to the carelessness of cattle-owners who 
allow their stock to run about loose in the vi­ 
cinity of railroads. We are also not a little 
surprised that a cow of breeding and possessed 
with power to discriminate between different 
roads, should have expected to find gras3 in 
the very middle of one of the great Vanderbilt 
iron arteries. Now there are roads where— 
but why should wo point out pasturages to 
predatory bovines? Wonder if the Harlem cow 
“depreciated” any. 


T h o T lllo n -B ecclicr Cane. 
The Tilton letter will be read by the civil­ 
ized world with great sorrow, and no thanks 
are due the reverend gentlemen whose wretch­ 
ed jealousy of Mr. Beecher led them to goad 
Tiltou into making his statement. For with 
all the poor opinion entertained of Tilton by 
many, it must be conceded by all who have 
followed the management of the case through 
all its maze of technicalities that Tilton has 
been grossly wronged in the treatment he has 
received at the hands of Plymouth Church and 
those who have assumed to speak for its pas­ 
tor. Mr. Shearman, lawyer-like, has treated 
the case as a lawyer would in couit, and has 
miserably failed in consequence. We hold 
Henry Ward Beecher innocent until he speaks, 
even though Theodore Tilton’s words are pos­ 
itive. Character has force more than equal to 
men’s averments, and if a life of twenty-five 
years of unblemished purity and conspicuous 
service for God and humanity must be put on 
the defensive at the faintest whisper, then it is 
useless for men and women to build up charac­ 
ter at all. And even if Beecher has committed 
what Tilton hints we are charitable enough to 
hope it an isolated yielding to an overwhelm­ 
ing temptation rather than a discovered index 
of a hidden character glossed over witli pro­ 
fessions of piety. But even a character of life­ 
long purity has no right to crush another that 
it may receive no stain, and that is what has 
been attempted with Mr. Tilton, who has been 
placed in a false position and denied again and 
again the right of a bearing, while at the same 
time goaded on to speaking. The case lias 
been most buuglingly mismanaged through­ 
out, but there seems 110 way out of it but for 
Mr. Tilton to accept Mr, Shearmaa’s readiness 
to have Plymouth Church investigate any 
charges that Tilton may make. Let him now 
make those charges and let them be investi­ 
gated, and we hope Tilton will be proved an 
infamous liar.

When Governor Dix comes to talk about ti e 
Latin language our confidence in the horizon- 
tality of his cerebrum is consummate and un­ 
modified, for the Governor is at home there. 
As a classicist he has 110 living equal among 
Governors. If by any mischance the fullness 
of the official Gentiles should ever fail him, lie 
can fall back upon the lingo of the ancient 
Roman patrician and teach it to the army in 
times of peace, with a certainty of much 
bigh-toued compensation. Seeing that college 
students and coroners’ juries are so in need 
of more Latin it is a wonder that the Govern­ 
or has been unmolested by them so long. In 
his Union College oration, in which lie dis­ 
cussed thu matter of roots, conjugations, de­ 
clensions and gerunds—the Governor says 
our fault os a people is “ diffusiveness of 
style;” in less classical phrase, lie says we 
“ slop over.”

The Financial Situation. 
H avana, June 2 6 .— An address has been 
presented to Captain General Concha signed 
by business men of all branches 0! trade. It 
represents that, “ in view of the frightful con­ 
dition of financial affairs, which threatens the 
ruin of the country and menaces the authority 
of your excellency, it is the duty of every good 
Spaniard to come to the aid of the govern­ 
ment with such resources as he can command 
/Gold to-day is quoted at 2.92 and will un­ 
doubtedly soon reach 10.00 if speedy and su­ 
preme efforts are not made to check t ie rise. 
Rates of foreign exchange, like those of gold, 
are al30 going up indefinitely. This up­ 
ward movement if continued will soon 
bring about general bankruptcy, 
atid 
will make the cost of the necessaries of 
life so high that the people will be unable to 
endure it. The consequences of this deplor­ 
able state of tliing3 will bo incalculable. It is 
the duty of all to try to prevent it 011 this 
account, and for the above reasons we ask 
for the imposition of a tax at five per cent. 


011 the riches of the island, which arc repre­ 
sented by landed proprietors iu city and coun­ 
try, aud by commercial and banking institu­ 
tions and others, to be paid quarterly for two 
years, beginning with July 1st, 1874. It is 
hoped that at the end oí this period the war 
will be concluded aud there will be 110 further 
necessity for such extreme measures.” The 
subscribers to tho above document pledge 
themselves to pay their part of the tax and 
anxiously await a decree levying the same and 
making thu necessary provision for enforcing 
its collection.

Article 14 of the laws of July 4th, 1870, pro­ 
viding for the gradual abolition of slavery, 
declares that tho government is to indemnify 
the owners of slaves emancipated by the law, 
and for that purpose an annual tax is to be 
imposed on all slaves between the ages of 
eleven and sixty years of 25 cents each.— 
Captain General Concha to-day issued a de­ 
cree increasing the tax to 75 cent3 per capita. 
It ¡3 reported that the government intonds to 
establish a penal colony on the Isle of Pines, 
under the charge of officers of the army, 
whither will be sent all traitors, vagrants and 
incorrlgibles.

Reforms In Effypt. 
London, June 26.—Iu the House of Com­ 
mons to-day Captain Balltie Cochrane moved 
a resolution in favor of interference of the 
government for judicial reform in Egypt, be­ 
cause the English are deeply interested in the 
uninterrupted navigation of the Suez Canal. 
Captain Cochrane's motion was not agreed to. 
Mr. Bourke, Under Foreign Secretary, stat­ 
ed that the chief obstacle to such l Gform was 
France, who hesitated to abandon the position 
sho had acquired in Egypt. If she persisted 
in her refusal to conform with the views of 
the other powers the only course which re­ 
mained for them would lie to act without her.

The opponents of the public worship regula­ 
tion bill, which passed the House of Lords last 
night, declare that it is useless and dangerous; 
that it affects questions of doctrine unfavor­ 
ably, attacks the ritualists unfairly and jeop 
ardizes the union of church and state. The 
Marquis of Salisbury, Secretary for India, and 
other Tories vehemently opposed the measure, 
and it is understood will appeal to the House 
of Commons to reject it. The bill reorganizes 
the present cumbersome ecclesiastical courts 
so as to enaulcthem totukespeedy cognizanco 
of new ceremonies.

C ircular from T reasu rer S pinner. 
W a sh in g to n, June, 26.—Treasurer Spinner 
has issued a circular respecting deposits of 
United Stalos notes by national banks for the 
redemption of their circulating notes, as re­ 
quired by Sections 2 and 3 of the currency 
bill approved June 22d. Every national bank, 
national gold banks excepted, is requested to 
cause to he deposited in the Treasurer’s office 
an amount of United Stales notes equal to 
flve’per centum of its circulation. In esti­ 
mating the circulation upon which a percent­ 
age is required there must be included the 
notes of its own issue in possession of tho 
bank, as well as those in actual circulation, 
aud there should also be included any amounts 
that may have been returned to the Comptrol­ 
ler of Currency by the bank, and for which it 
is to receive new' currency. The United States 
notes may be sent to the Treasurer under the 
contract of the Treasury Department with 
Adams’ Express Company, 
and under 
the same regulations as are prescribed 
for the forwarding of notes and currency of 
the United States for redemption. Expenses 
of transportation will bo paid by the depart­ 
ment, which will hereafter bo reimbursed for 
such expenses. If any bank prefer it may 
forward the required amount by drafts 011 
New York, Boston or Philadelphia, drawn to 
the order of the Treasurer of the United States, 
and payable in United States notes. If so 
drawn and paid in such notes credit will bo 
given to the bank when collected. If payment 
be not made in United States notes, the draft 
will be returned to the bank and the deposit 
of such notes required to be made by express. 
Acknowledgment will be made to each bank 
for its deposit when completed by remittance 
to it of a certificate in proper form.

—Considering the dullness of b usiness an 
the presence of the panic, the numb c-r of new 
b uildings going up in the city is remaikab ly 
large. 


M r. A ugus tus H a y e s D oes M oscow , 
Mr. Augustus Ilayes, son of William M.Uayes 
of this city, who went to Europe in the spring 
of 1873 and has b een traveling on the conti­ 
nent and attending school at Hanover in Prus­ 
sia, has made a tour of Russia, 
Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden. 
He will return home 
ab out the 1st of August. 
In a letter received a few days ago b y his 
friends in this city he gives a description of 
his journey through a portion of Russia which 
some of the readers of The Freeman will no 
doub t find quite interesting: “ As we entered 
Russia we found the land level and generally 
b arren. 
We passed through a numb er of 
small Russian, or perhaps they might b etter 
b e called Polish villages, some of which con­ 
sisted merely of a collection of huts, roughly 
b uilt, with roofs covered with ungainly look 
¡ng shingles or thatched with straw. 
The 
people who 
inhab ited 
these places were 
clothed in,ragged, common furs, the coat b e 
ing long and generally b elted at the wai3t 
On their feet were fur stockings, b ound to their 
legs with strings, or sandals woven with 
rashes and leather. 
They seemed to b e very 
sluggish and ignorant, and live almost en 
tirely on a hard, coarse, b lack b read, and 
kind of thick, indescrib ab le milk. 
The first slopping-place we came to was 
Warsaw, which is b eautifully situated on the 
River Vistula, b ut is of very little interest to 
travelers. 
Here we first saw a genuine Rus­ 
sian church, with its many gilded domes, that 
glittered in the b right sunlight and made the 
sight a novel as well as b eautiful one. 
We 
nex t passed through Smolensk, a city some­ 
what noted in the history of Europe, and after 
a ride of 2,000 miles were very glad to catch 
our first sight of the domes of Moscow in the 
distance. 
We first visited the Hermitage Gar­ 
dens, a b eautiful park devoted to amusements, 
such as singing, instrum ental music, gym­ 
nastics, foot-racing, swimming races, &c. 
Tiie Kremlin was the nex t ob ject of curios­ 
ity. 
This is a large enclosure, in which is 
situated the Emperor’s palace, a numb er of 
churches, a cathedral, the tower cf John the 
Great, a convent, and the arsenal. 
It3 cir­ 
cumference is ab out 7,300 feet, and the en­ 
trances are b y five diilerent gates, all of which 
are well guarded. 
The b uildings of the Krem­ 
lin have a t diilerent times b een destroyed b y 
fire, b ut the great wall that encircles it is 
still preserved in its ancient form. 
Wo made 
a visit tc the Sacristy of the Holy Patriarchs, 
and found it contained a numb er of ob jects of 
great antiquity. 
There were a great many 
rob es said to have b oon worn b y the former 
patriarchs, some of which are so heavily laden 
with precious stones they weigh from fifty to 
ix ty pouuds—some arc entirely covered with 
pearls. 
The Cathedral of Assumption, we found like 
most of the Russian churches, rich in gold, 
silver and precious stones. 
The emeralds 
alone in one picture are worth over $50,000. 
In this place the Emperors of Russia are cor­ 
onated. 
Near b y is the tower of John the 
Great, which consists of live stories, lour b eing 
octangular and the fifth cylindrical. 
The 
height is some 325 feet, and in it are suspend­ 
ed thirty-four b ells of diilerent sizes, the 
largest weighing 128,000 pounds, while the 
two smallest are made of silver and are very 
rich in lone. 
From the top of this tower the 
traveler lias a fine view of the city, which 
covers a tract of country of over twenty miles. 
The streets are rough and [irregular, and in 
fact it is said there is not a single straight 
street in it. 
The most prominent ob jects are 
the cathedrals, which tower ab ove the houses, 
370 in all, and form rather a b eautiful picture, 
as each church has from three to nina gilded 
domes that look like great b alls of lire in the 
sunlight. 


Before leaving the place we paid a visit to 
the largest in the world, which 


C r u e lly to A n im a ls . 
We recently announced that 
Constab le 
Tammany had b een appointed agent here for 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 
We were heartily glad that such 
an appointment was made, for if there is a 
place on earth where more outrageous cruelty 
is practiced ou dumb b easts, especially horses, 
than in this pretty city of ours, we have yet 
to read a description- of it. 
So there is ab un­ 
dant opportunity to ex ercise the functions of 
an agent of the society ab ove mentioned, and 
we shall ex pect the law in this respect to b e 
rigidly enforced. 
Just now the b usiuess of 
arresting criminals—no m atter how many 
otlences are committed—seems to b o rather 
dull, so Constab le Tammany can turn his a t­ 
tention toward arresting drivers possessin; 
far more of b rute nature than the poor uni 
mais they pitilessly b elab or. 
Our attention 
has b een called to two cases within as many 
days. 
One was that of a team ster who ¡rerci 
lossly whipped his team, drawing a 
very 
heavy load, to force them forward on the 
ferry-b oat Lark, that they might in turn drive 
another man's team, which was b locking tho 
passage, out of the way. 
A word to the man 
or at most taking the ab structing team b y the 
head and leading them to one side would have 
removed the difficulty, b ut the teamster in­ 
stead lashed his own poor horses almost into 
a frenzy to accomplish the purpose. 
Another 
case occurred up town where a man who is 
considered a good citizen and a fair dealer, 
delib erately pounded his horse till it fell down, 
b leeding and tremb ling in the street. 
We are 
furthermore informed that this man makes a 
practice of outrageously b eating b is horses, 
and if this is so it is time the law taught him 
that “ a merciful man is merciful to his 
b east,” if he hasn’t learn’t it from his creed. 
Officer Tammany can have the names of b oth 
these parties, and if he will walk up or down 
Union or Hasb rouck avenues almost any day 
he can find enough more cases to keep his 
hands full for sonic time to come; and if 1m

In this city is aridiug-school. 
The b uilding 
is 660 b y 158 feet, and the roof is held without 
columns, b eing one of the largest spans with­ 
out supports in the world. 


After leaving Moscow we went direct to St. 
Petersb urg. 
One of the first places we visit­ 
ed was the palace, and in this found one of 
the most interesting sights was that of the 
room containing the crown jewels. The great 
Oriotl diamond, which surm ounts the Imperial 
scepter, can here b e seen. 
It is very large, 
and weighs 194ij carats, while the largest dia­ 
mond in England weighs only ab out 186 
carats. 
On the top of the crown is a cross 
formed of diamonds supported b y a large un­ 
cut rub y. 
This rub y in turn is supported b y 
oleven diamonds, while on each side of the 
central arch is a hoop of thirty-eight very 
large and perfect pearls. Tiie crown 
¡3 indeed 
a fortune in itself, ana is ex tremely b rilliant 
with its multitude of sparkling stones. 


One of the most notab le places to visit in 
St. Petersb urg is the Herm itage Museum and 
Gallery, which is tilled with an immense col­ 
lection of works of art, antiquities, sculptures, 
a lib rary containing all tho principal works, 
b oth ancient and modern, and over 200,000 
engravings. 
The gallery of paintings is only 
ex celled b y that of Dresden, aud contains at 
present 1,635 selected paintings. 
These are 
from Raphael, Remb randt, Rub ens, Murillo, 
Van Dyke, Correglo, and in fact the touch of 
the b rush of every great painter the world has 
known can b o seen in this gallery of art. 
It 
is impossib le to describ e them, b ut there is a 
fascinating b eauty ab out some of these pic­ 
tures that can only b e appreciated when seen. 
After leaving the gallery of paintings we 
entered Peter the G reat’s gallery, which con­ 
tains all the pieces or specimens of that de­ 
ceased m agnate’s handicraft, which are not 
of the b est workmanship and only of value b e­ 
cause of the place which the maker occupies 
in history. 


We took a small b oat and crossed the river 
Neva to the fortress of Peter aud Paul, the 
cathedral b eing the great point of interest. 
Its lower is 387 feet high, and within the 
walls of the b uilding are the ashes of the dead 
sovereigns of Russia. These walls arc covered 
with old flags captured on different b attle 
fields. 
On the b ank of this river is Peter the G reat’s 
cottage, which was the first palace erected b y 
Peter. Its length is fifty-four feet and b readth 
twenty feet, and thero nro two rooms and a 
kitchen. 
In one of the rooms is Peter’s chair, 
which is made so tho occupant must sit 
astride and lean his arms on what would or­ 
dinarily b e the b ack. 
On this b ack is a b oard 
to answer the purposes of a writing desk. The 
Emperor of that duy certainly lived very plain­ 
ly, at least in comparison to the lux ury and 
magnificence of the present generation of 
rulers.” 
Mr. Hayes . further says, according to the 
statements of several Americans who are 
doing b usiness in Russia, that country is a 
place where an energetic, shrewd American 
can b ecome a millionaire in the course of a 
few years, and he relates the circumstance of 
two men from the south who amassed large

A K IN G S T O N K A D IN K l SSIA. 


M r. A incus! u s Itll)!'* D o e* M oscow 
Mr. Augustus Hayes, son of William M.Uayes 
of this city, who went to Europe in the spring 
of 1873 and has been traveling on the conli 
lieut and attending school at Hanover in Pi us 
sia, has made a tour of Russia, 
Denuiurk 
Norway and Sweden. 
He will return home 
about tile 1st of August. 
Iii a letter received a few days ago by his 
friends In this city he gives u description of 
ids journey through a portion of Russia which 
some of the readers of Tile Freeman will no 
doubt ti rid quite interesting; “ As we entered 
Russia wo found the land level und generally 
barren. 
We passed through a number of 
small Russian, or perhaps they might better 
tie calletl Polish villages, some or which con 
cisted merely of a collection of huts, roughly 
built, with roofs covered with ungainly look 
big shingles or thatched with straw. 
The 
people who 
Inhabited 
these places were 
clothed in ragged, common furs, the coat lie 
lug long and generally belted at the wa!3t 
Oil their feet were fur stockings, bound to their 
legs with strings, or sandals woven with 
rashes and leather. 
They seemed to lie very 
sluggish and ignorant, and live almost en 
tirely on a hard, coarse, black bread, and a 
kind of thick, indescribable milk. 
The first stopplng-place we came to was 
Warsaw, which is beautifully situated on the 
River Vistula, but Is of very little Interest to 
travelers. 
Here we first saw a genuine Rut 
shin church, with its many gilded doilies, that 
glittered in the bright sunlight and made the 
sight a novel as well as beautiful one. 
We 
next passed through Smolensk, a city some 
what noted in the history of Europe, and after 
a ride of 2,000 miles were very glad to catch 
our first sight of the domes of Moscow in the 
distance. 
We first visited the Hermitage Gar 
dens, a beautiful park devoted to amusements 
such as singing, instrum ental music, gym 
nasties, foot-racing, swimming races, Ac. 
Hie Kremlin was the next object of eurios- 
ity. 
This is a large enclosure, in which 
situated the Emperor’s palace, a number of 
churches, a cathedral, the tower cf John the 
Great, a convent, aud the arsenal. 
Its cir 
cumferenco is about 7,300 feet, anil the en­ 
trances are by live diflerent gates, all of which 
•re well guarded. 
The buildings ofthe Krem 
(in have at different times been destroyed by 
fire, but the great wall that encircles it 
still preserved in its ancient form. 
We made 
a visit Ic the Sacristy of the Holy Patriarchs, 
and found it contained a number of objects of 
great antiquity. 
There were a great many 
robes said to have been worn by tile former 
patriarchs, some of which are so heavily ladeu 
with precious stones they weigh from fifty to 
sixty pounds—sonic arc entirely covered with 
pearls. 
Hie Cathedral of Assumption, we found like 
most of the Russian churches, rich iii gold, 
silver and precious stones. 
The emeralds 
alone in one picture are worth over $50,000. 
Iii this place (he Emperors of Russia are cor­ 
onated. 
Near by is the tower of John Un 
Great, which consists of (ire stories, lour being 
octangular und tho fifth cylindrical. 
The 
height is sonic 325 feet, and in ii are suspend­ 
ed thirty-four bells of dillerent sizes, the 
largest weighing 128,000 pounds, while the 
two smallest ure made of silver and are very 
rich in tone. 
From the top of this tower Hie 
traveler has a Hue view of the city, which 
covers a tract of country of over twenty miles. 
Tile streets are rough and (irregular, aud in 
fact it is said there is not a single straight 
street iii it. 
The most prominent objects are 
the cathedrals, which tower above the houses, 
370 in all, aud form rather a beautiful picture. 
as each church bas from three ta nills gilded 
domes that look like great halls of tire in the 
sunlight. 


Ref ore leaving the place we paid a visit to 
the great tiell, the hrgest in the world, which 
is nineteen feet three iridic* in height, sixty 
feet nine lucite* in circumference, and two lect 
thick. 
The total weight is 414,000 pounds. 
Tliis liell fell from the lower in 1737, und 
broke out of it a small (!) piece, a little over 
six lect In length, weighing 220,000 pounds. 
We found while in Moscow the great custom 
with a1! classes is the drinking of ten. 
Where­ 
v e r a Russian goes he orders tea, which 
means a little |*ot of 
tea nod 
another of 
hot water. 
A glass i* |*oured half full from 
the tea (tot, aud then tilled with hot water, 
lu the course of an evening the number of 
glasses nude away with is mormons. 
In place 
of our lager beer saloons, here they have tea 
saloons, where the (vople gather to drink tea 
aud smoke. 
A piece of lemon ii generally put 
in the tcu instead of milk, which gives it rather 
a pleasant flavor, and the liquid is drank so 
hot tile throats of these ]ample must lie made 
of cast-iron to stand it. 
Porters ami beggars 
always ask for tea money when they make a 
demand of the stranger. 
In this city is u ridiug-school. 
Tile building 
is ICO by 158 feet, und tile roof is held without 
columns, tieing one of the largest spuus with­ 
out supimrts iii the world. 


\ftcr leaving Moscow we went direct to St. 
Petersburg. 
One of the first places we visit- 
e«l was the palace, and in this found one of 
the most interesting sights was that of the 
room containing the crown jewels. Tile great 
Orloff diamond, which surmounts Hie Imperial 
scepter, can here l*e seen. 
It is very large, 
md weighs lot J carats, while the largest dia­ 
mond in England weighs only about 18U 
carats. 
Ou tho top of Hie crown is a cross 
formed of diamond- supported tty a large uli­ 
nt rub). 
Tills ruby iii turn is supported by 
ok'veu diamonds, while on each side of tile 
mitral arch is a hoop of thirty-eight very 
large and perfect pearls. The crow ii is indeed 
fortune in itself, ana is extremely brilliant 
with its multitude of sparkling stones. 
One of the most notable places to visit iu 
St. Petersburg is the Hermitage Museum aud 
inlier), which is tilled with an immense col­ 
lection of works of art, antiquities, sculptures, 
library containing all tim principal works, 
both ancient and modern, aud over 200,OOO 
engravings. 
Tile gallery of paintings is only 
excelled by that of Dresden, aud contains at 
present 1,C35 selected paintings. 
These are 
from Raphael. Rembrandt, Butat)*, Murillo, 
Van D)ke, Correglo, and in fact the touch of 
the brush of every great painter the world lias 
known eau be seen iu this gallery of art. 
It 
is impossible to describe them, but there is u 
fascinating beauty about some of these pic­ 
tures that can only be appreciated when seen. 
After leaving the gaffer)- of paintings we 
utered Peter the Great's gallery, which con­ 
tains all the pieces or specimens of that de­ 
ceased magnate's handicraft, which are not 
of the best workmanship arid only of value ta- 
cause of the place which the maker occupies 
in history. 


We look a small taint and crossed the river 
Neva to the fortress of Peter aud Paul, the 
cathedral being the great joint of interest. 
Us tower is 387 feet high, and within the 
walls ot the building are the ashes of the dead 
sovereign* of Russia. These walls aru covered 
with obi flags captured on different battle 
fields. 
On the bank of this river is Peter the G reat’s 
cottage, which was the first palace erected by 
Poler. Its length is fifty-four feel aud breadth 
twenty feet, aud them arn two room* and u 
kitchen. 
In one of the rooms is Peter’* chair, 
which is made so the occupant must sit 
astride aud lean his arms on what would or­ 
dinarily be tho back. 
On this back is a bourd 
to answer the p urine* of a writing desk. The 
Emperor of that day certainly lived very plain­ 
ly, at least in com panion to the luxury and 
magnificence of the present generation of 
rulers." 
Mr. Hayes further lays, according to the 
statements of several Americans who ure 
doing business in Russia, that country is u 
place where au energetic, shrewd American 
can bccouio a millionaire in Hie course of a 
few years, and he relates the circumstance of 
two men from the south who amassed large 
fortunes and lost them during our civil war, 
but who returned to Russia, aud are now 
nearly us wealthy a* before. 
The distance 
from Berlin to Moscow is over 2,000 miles, 
and tho party traveled it in two days and 
seventeen hours.

We recently announced thai 
Constable 
Tammany bad been appointed agent here for 
th e Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animal?. 
We were heartily glad that such 
an appointment was m ule, for if I here is a 
jdace on eartli where more outrageous cruelty 
is practiced ou dumb beasts, especially horses, 
than in this pretty city of our?, we have yet 
to road a description of it. 
So there is abun­ 
dant opportunity to exercise the functions of 
an agent of the society above mentioned, aud 
we shall expect Hie law in this respect to be 
rigidly enforced. 
Just now Hie business of 
arresting criminals—no matter how many 
offences are committed—seems to bo rather 
dull, so Constable Tammany can turn Ilia at­ 
tention toward arresting drivers possessing 
far more or Unite nature than the poor ani­ 
mals they pitilessly belabor. 
Our attention 
bas been called to two cases within as many 
days. 
One was that of a teamster who n erci- 
lessly whipped his team, drawing a 
very 
heavy load, to force them forward on the 
ferry-boat Lark, that they might in turn drive 
another man's team, which was blocking the 
passage, out of Hie way. 
A word to Hie man 
or at most taking the abstructing team by the 
head and leading them to one side would have 
removed the difficulty, but the teamster in­ 
stead lashed his own poor horses almost into 
a frenzy to accomplish the purpose. 
Another 
case occurred up town where a man who is 
considered a good citizen and a fair dealer, 
deliberately pounded his horse till it fell down, 
bleeding and trembling in the street. 
We are 
furthermore informed that this man makes a 
practice of outrageously bealing his horses 
and if this is so it is time tho law taught him 
that “ a merciful man is merciful to Iii 
beast,” lf he hasn't learn't it from his creed

quired the freight on hay and learned that it 
was seyeu ceuts per hundred, or $1.40 per 
tou. 
Heretofore Dom that section hay has 
ben transported by the farmers to Tivoli or 
Barrytown, a distance of about twenty miles, 
making forty mile* for Hie round trip and oc­ 
cupying from ten to fifteen hours. 
As tiiere 
are stations at Mount Ross, Jackson Corners 
and Klizaville Hie railroad will drain that coun­ 
try of freight which will lie carried to the river 
at Rhinebeck, instead of going to Tivoli aud 
Barrytown as formerly, and the result will be 
that the freight business will be greatly dam ag­ 
ed at tho former places while Hic lins at 
Rhinebeck will be largely increased in busi­ 
ness. 
H ie railroad Is a Hank movement on 
Tivoli and Barrytown, and also in a small de­ 
gree on Hudson. 
As will be seen from the 
rates above-mentioned, flite farmers will cease 
to transport Hr ir own hay- and other produce 
when it can be sent by rail at so moderate a 
rate.

A KINGSTON LAD IN RUSSIA. 


N r. Aiitrustu<< H a y e s D oes N vk coiv, 
Mr. Augustus Ilayes, son of William M.Hayes 
of this city, who went to Europe in the spring 
of 1873 and has been traveling 011 the conti­ 
nent and attending school at Hanover in Prus­ 
sia, has made a tour of Russia, Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden. He will return borne 
about the 1st of August. 
In a letter received a few days ago by his 
friends iu this city he gives a description of 
his journey through a portion of Russia which 
some of the readers of The Freeman will no 
doubt find quite interesting: “ As we entered 
Russia wo found the land level and generally 
barren. We passed through a number of 
sm all Russian, otvperhaps they might better 
be called Polish villages, some or which con­ 
sisted merely of a collection of huts, roughly 
built, with roofs covered with ungainly look­ 
ing shingles or thatched with straw. The 
people who inhabited these places were 
clothed in.ragged, common furs, the coat be­ 
ing long and generally belted at the waist. 
On their feet were fur stockings, bound to their 
legs with strings, or sandals woven with 
rushes and leather. They seemed to be very 
sluggish and ignorant, and live almost en­ 
tirely 011 a hard, coarse, black bread, and a 
kind of thick, indescribable milk. 
.The first stopping-place we came to was 
Warsaw, which is beautifully situated on the 
River Vistula, but Is of very little Interest to 
travelers. Here we tlrst saw a genuine Rus­ 
sian church, with its many gilded domes, that 
glittered in the bright sunlight and made the 
sight a novel as well as beautiful one. We 
ucxt passed through Smolensk, a city some­ 
what noted in the history of Europe, aud after 
a ride of 2,000 miles were very glad to catch 
our lirst sight of the domes of Moscow in the 
distance. Wc first visited the Hermitage Gar­ 
dens, a beautiful park devoted to amusements, 
such as singing, instrumental music, gym­ 
nastics, foot-racing, swimming races, &c. 
The Kremlin was the next object of curios­ 
ity. This is a large enclosure, in which is 
situated the Emperor’s palace, a number of 
churches, a cathedral, the tower cf John the 
Great, a convent, aud the arsenal. It3 cir­ 
cumference is about 7,300 feet, and the en­ 
trances are by five diflercnt gates, all of which 
are well guarded. The buildings of the Krem­ 
lin have at dillerent times been destroyed by 
fire, but the great wall that encircles it is 
still preserved iu its ancient form. We made 
a visit tc tho Sacristy of the Holy Patriarchs, 
and found it contained a number of objects of 
great antiquity. There were a great many 
robes said to have been worn by the former 
patriarchs, some of which are so heavily laden 
with precious stones they weigh from fifty to 
sixty pouuds—some arc entirely covered with 
pearls. 
The Cathedral of Assumption, we found like 
most of the Russian churches, rich in gold, 
silver and precious stones. The emeralds 
alone in one picture are worth over $30,000. 
In this place the Emperors of Russia are cor­ 
onated. Near by is the tower of John the 
Great, which consists of live stories, lour being 
octangular and the fifth cylindrical. The 
height is some 325 feet, nnd in it are suspend­ 
ed thirty-four bells of diflercnt sizes, the 
largest weighing 128,000 pounds, while the 
two smallest are made of silver and are very 
rich in tone. From the top of tbis tower the 
traveler has a fine view of the city, which 
covers a tract of country of over twenty miles. 
TI10 streets are rough and ^irregular, and in 
fact it is said there is not a single straight 
street in it. The most prominent objects are 
the cathedrals, which tower above the houses, 
370 in all, and form rather abcautiful picture, 
as each church has from three tu nina gilded 
domes that look like great balls of fire in the 
sunlight. 
Before leaving the place wc paid a visit to 
the great bell, the largest iu the world, which 
is nineteen feet three ihclies iu height, sixty 
feet nine inches in circumference, and two leet 
thick. The total weight is 444,000 pounds. 
This bell fell from the lower in 1737, and 
broke out of it a small (?) piece, a little over 
six feet in length, weighing 220,000 pounds. 
We found while in Moscow the great custom 
with all classes is the drinking of tea. Wliere- 
ever a Russian goes ho orders tea, which 
moans a little pot of tea and another of 
hot water. A glass is poured half full from 
the tea pot, and then filled with hot water. 
Iu the course of an evening the number of 
glasses made away with i3 enormous. In place 
of our lager beer saloons, here they have tea 
saloons, where the people gather to drink tea 
and smoko. A piece of lemon is generally put 
in the tea instead of milk, which gives it rather 
a pleasant flavor, and the liquid is drank so 
hot the throats of these people must be made 
of cast-iron to stand it. l’orters and beggars 
always ask for tea money when they make a 
demand of the stranger. 
In this city is a riding-school. The building 
is 600 by 158 feet, and the roof is held without 
columns, being one of the largest spans with­ 
out supports in the world. 
After leaving Moscow wo went direct to St. 
Petersburg. One of the first places we visit­ 
ed was the palace, and in tbis found one of 
the most interesting sights was that of the 
room containing the crown jewels. The great 
Orlofl diamond, which surmounts the Imperial 
scepter, can here be seen. It is very large, 
and weighs 194$ carats, while the largest dia­ 
mond in England weighs only about 186 
carats. Ou the top or the crown is a cross 
formed of diamonds supported by a large un­ 
cut ruby. This ruby in turn is supported by 
oleven diamonds, while 011 each side of the 
central arch is a hoop of thirty-eight very 
large and perfect pearls. The crown is indeed 
a fortune in itself, ana is extremely brilliant 
with its multitude of sparkling stones. 
One of the most notable places to visit in 
St. Petersburg is the Hermitage Museum aud 
Gallery, which is filled with an immense col­ 
lection of works of art, antiquities, sculptures, 
a library containing all the principal works, 
both ancient and modern, and over 200,000 
engravings. The gallery of paintings is only 
excelled by that of Dresden, aud contains at 
present 1,G35 selected paintings. These are 
from Raphael, Rembrandt, Rubens, Murillo, 
Van Dyke, Corregió, and in fact tho touch of 
the brush of every great painter the world has 
known can be seen in this gallery of art. It 
is impossible to describe them, but thore is a 
fascinating beauty about some of these pic­ 
tures that can only be appreciated when seen. 
After leaving the gallery of paintings we 
entered Peter the Great’s gallery, which con­ 
tains all tho pieces or specimens of that de­ 
ceased magnate’s handicraft, which are not 
of the best workmanship and only of value be­ 
cause of the place which the maker occupies 
in history. 
Wc took a small boat and crossed the river 
Neva to the fortress of Peter aud Paul, the 
cathedral being the great point of interest. 
Its tower is 387 feet high, and within the 
wails of the building are the ashes of the dead 
sovereigns of Russia. These walls arc covered 
with old Hags captured on ditlereut battle 
fields. 
On the bank of this river is Peter the Great’s 
cottage, which was the first palace erected by 
Peter. Its length is fifty-four feet aud breadth 
twenty feet, and thero aro two rooms and a 
kitchen. In one of the rooms is Peter’s chair, 
which is made so tho occupant must sit 
astride and lean his arms on what would or­ 
dinarily be the back. On this back is a board 
to answer the purposes of a writing desk. The 
Emperor of that day certainly lived very plain­ 
ly, at least in comparison to the luxury and 
magnificence of the present generation of 
rulers.” 
Mr. Ilayes .further says, according to the 
statements of several Americans who are 
doing business in Russia, that country is a 
place where au energetic, shrewd American 
can become a millionaire in the course of a 
few years, and he relates the circumstance of 
two men from the south who amassed large 
fortunes and lost them during our civil war, 
but who returned to Russia, aud are now 
nearly as wealthy as before. The distance 
from'Berlin to Moscow is over 2,000 miles, 
and tho party traveled it in two days and 
seventeen hours. 


C ru elty to A n im al*. 
We recently announced llmL Consto hie 
Tammany bad been appointed agent here for 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. We were heartily glad that such* 
an appointment was made, for if there is a 
place on earth where more outrageous cruelty 
is practiced ou dumb beasts, especially horses, 
than in this pretty city of ours, we have yet 
to read a description of it. So there is abun­ 
dant opportunity to exercise the functions of 
an agent of the society above meutioued, aud 
we shall expect the law in this respect to be 
rigidly enforced. Just now the business of 
arresting criminals—no matter how many 
otlences are committed—seems to bo rather 
dull, so Constable Tammany can turn Ins at­ 
tention toward arresting drivers possessing 
far more of brute nature tban the poor ani­ 
mals they pitilessly belabor. Our attention 
has been called to two cases within as many 
days. One was that of a teamster who merci­ 
lessly whipped his team, drawing a very 
heavy load, to force them forward on the 
ferry-boat Lark, that they might in turn drive 
another man’s team, which was blocking tho 
passage, out of the way. A word to the man 
or at most taking the abstructing team by the 
head and leading them to one side would have 
removed the difficulty, but the teamster in­ 
stead lashed his own poor horses almost into 
a frenzy to accomplish the purpose. Another 
case occurred up town where a man who is 
considered a good citizen and a fair dealer, 
deliberately pounded his horse till it fell down, 
bleeding and trembling in the street. We are 
furthermore informed that this man makes a 
practice of outrageously beating bis horses, 
and if this is so it is time the law taught him 
that “ a merciful man is merciful to his 
beast,” if he hasn’t learn’t it from his creed. 
Officer Tammany can have the names of both 
these parties, and if he will walk up or down 
Union or Hasbrouck avenues almost any day 
he can find enough more case3 to keep his 
hands full for some time 10 come; and if he 
will take the matter up fearlessly he will have 
the support of all decent men—and the other 
kind he needn’t care about. 


G o o d I ' m i c r s i m i l li n g . 
We have all of U3 heard of and a good many 
seen “ the big boot In Chatham street,” and 
we acknowledge that it is pretty immense; 
but there is a pair of brogaus being built in a 
shoe shop in Ferry street that will make for­ 
midable rivals of that celebrated piece of Cris- 
piuism. These shoes aro of such Brobdingna- 
gian proportions that the bos3 3hoemaker has 
to enter them by climbing up a step-ladder 
and then letting himself down into the mys­ 
terious depth below. An assistant stays on 
the outside and drives the nails through and 
he clinches them inside. People who had a 
glimpse of the monstrosities as they passed 
the door gave them little thought, as they 
took them for Saratoga trunks, aud 011 that 
hypothesis there was nothing extraordinary 
in the size. The shoemaker is in trouble, 
though, now. He has the shoes about finish­ 
ed, but he don’t know how to get them off his 
hands and on the owner’s feet. One proposi­ 
tion is that the roof be lilted off and the man 
can then put the shoes on, lift them out and 
stride off. Another suggestion is that the 
front of the building be knocked out, a way 
constructed down to the dock and the shoes 
launched overboard, when the owner might 
hang his feet off the wharf and tie the shoes 
on. This is non est comatibus (we’ve been 
reading coroner’s inquests lately, and that 
accounts for the Latin), however, because of 
the narrowness of the creek, which wouldn’t 
permit the brogans to be warped around. 
Those shoes will have to be utilized as coal 
bins on the Company’s dock. 


Got Wlint He Deserved. 
A couple of fellows from Whiteport drove 
into thu stable yard of Hamilton’s Hotel on 
Friday afternoon. Both were intoxicated, and 
in that reckless, devil-may care state intoxica­ 
tion frequently superinduces ¡11 the minds of 
men of ordinary intelligence or bravery. So 
they thought it would bo a fine thing to try and 
run that stable, a work they began by driving 
in through the door, capsizing several articles 
standing about and inaugurating an animation 
among the horses, wagons and stable men. 
But when remonstrated with they jumped from 
the wagon, peeled off their coats and inti­ 
mated their intention of wading through the 
company there assembled, a performance 
which was suddeuly ended by an unlook«d for 
resistance on the part of the gentleman in 
charge of the stables, who handled his biceps 
and the butt end of a horsewhip to such good 
effect that both men were soon put hors de 
combat and laid out with swelled and bloody 
heads. The name of one is David Spear. His 
companion was a Dutchman, whose name wc 
didn’t learn. Now we hope they’ll go home 
and ponder over their deeds and the lesson 
taught them.

The pupils all did well; none failed while 
many gave promise or future scholarship and 
power in particular directions. In the matter 
of reading, several young ladies showed both 
native ability aud the great care taken by their 
teachers in training them. Every department 
of the school acquitted itself with marked 
credit in exercises peculiar to each. It is un­ 
necessary to wish that this school were better 
known, for its accommodations are already 
crowded to excess; but we do wish that the 
public would learn to appreciate aud better 
compensate the hard and intelligent work be­ 
stowed upon its children there by Mr. Ryon 
and his competent corps of assistants.

Rl*li*ebcck & Connecticut Uuilroud. 
Tho cars are now running from Rhinebeck 
to Aucratu. This enterprise will form au im­ 
portant interest in eastern Columbia, says the 
Republican. 
We were at the terminus at 
Rhinebeck recently and saw several car loads 
o produce come in from Gallatlnville. We in­ 
quired the freight on hay and learned that it 
was seyen cents per hundred, or $1.40 per 
too. Heretofore from that section hay has 
ben transported by the farmers to Tivoli or 
Barrytown, a distance of about twenty miles, 
making forty miles for the round trip and oc­ 
cupying from ten to fifteen hours. As there 
are stations at Mount Ross, Jackson Corners 
and Klizaville the railroad will uraiu that coun­ 
try of freight which will be carried to the river 
at Rhinebeck, instead of going to Tivoli and 
Barrytown as formerly, and the result will be 
that the freight business will be greatly damag­ 
ed at tho former places while the line at 
Rhinebeck will be largely increased in busi­ 
ness. The railroad is a Hank movement 011 
Tivoli and Barrytown, and also iu a small de­ 
gree 011 Hudson. As will be seen from the 
rates above-mentioned, [the farmers will cease 
to transport thar own hay and other produce 
when it cau be sent by rail at so moderate a 
rate. They cannot allord it themselves. Tak­ 
ing into account a day's work for a man, the 
use of a team and the heavy wear on wagons 
and harness from three to five dollars a day 
must be counted as the ofiset to the $1.40. 
We learn that the freighters at Tivoli and 
Barrytown arc much exercised iu mind over 
their loss of business, but there is no help for 
ti—trade will follow the most feasible channels. 
Coal from Rondout will be the chief traffic 
of the road, and this will divert some ol the 
business now done by the Boston road.

E ditor F reem an: In your issue of to-day I 
notice an unintentional, but quite serious,mis­ 
statement. It occurs in your thoughtful para­ 
graph drawing attention to the dangerous 
condition of the First Reformed Church of 
Kingston proper. 
My father, the lute Whiting Weeks, was not 
the builder of that edifice; nor did he make 
any reference to it shortly before his death. 
It was erected, I think, by Mr. E. T. Van No- 
strand; my father, however, did build the 
Second Reformed Church, on Fair street, and 
from this I presume came your mistake. My 
father was a builder far too careful, accurate 
and skilled to put up any structure on a de­ 
fective foundation. In regard to the church 
in question, and the extent of his business re­ 
lations therewith, the following letter gives ev­ 
idence; it was written, as you see, over thir­ 
teen years ago: 
Kingston, N. Y„ April lltli, isoi. 
Whiting Weeks, Esq.: Dear Sir 
At a meeting 
of the Consistory of the First Dutch Church, held 
last evening, the undersigned were appointed a 
committee to examine and report the condition of 
the church building ; more particularly of the east 
wall of said church, and forthat purpose to employ 
some competent person to aid them in that exami­ 
nation. The committee have decided to ask you 
to come to Kingston aud aid them lu this exami­ 
nation, at your earliest convenience. 
You will please advise me, and name the day vou 
cau be in town 
this week,if t o u c a n ; next week, 
s u r e . Yours respectfully, J. E. OSTRANDER.

My father was living at that time in Stuats- 
burgh, and I have not his reply to this letter 
at hand, but as the committee, all of whom 
are still living, I believe, will remember he 
said after a careful consideration of the sub­ 
ject, be was of opinion, so far as be was en- 
ubled to judgo by appearances, that the 
church could not with certainty be considered 
safe; that it was apparently the great weight 
of the vaulted roof which held it together; 
that it might not stand a year; that it might 
stand twenty years, possibly longer ;but he 
did not think it would be trustworthy longer 
than twenty year#. 
One or two years ago, as he did not wish iu 
case an accident occurred to have the respon­ 
sibility for it rest in any way upon him, he 
re-stated in substance, the above words to 
one of tho Consistory. 
My father was a man of quiet and consider­ 
ate judgmeut, the term of years he settled 
upon is slipping away unnoticed, the respon 
sible parties will do well to remember bis 
words, that we may not be visited by a catas­ 
trophe worse than that of Richmond, or Ilox- 
bury, or Syracuse.

Tlic l irst Reformed Clturclt Wall. 
Kingston, June 2Gtli, 1874. 
E dito r Freem an.—In your issue of to-day, 
under Leading of ** A Warning,” your corres­ 
pondent refers to the wall of the First Re­ 
formed Church of Kingston as being unsafe, 
and that Mr. Weeks, the mason who built the 
cbnrch, (which by the way is incorrect, as Mr. 
Weeks did not buiid the church), before his 
death stated that it was very unf afe and might 
go down at any moment. The writer of the 
article could not have been well informed on 
tho subject, as you will see by the following: 
On the records of our church we find under 
date of April 27, 1861, that a committee com­ 
posed of Whiting Weeks, Edward Brink and 
John P. Folant, was appointed to examine thu 
walls, and their report was that there was 110 
danger to be feared from it. 
Aiialn to-day, June 26, 1874, Messrs. Ed­ 
ward Brink, William Darling, John It. Freer 
and John P. Folant, all practical mechanics, 
lit presence of several members of the Cousis- 
lory very thoroughly examined every point 
and authorize the use of their names in saying 
that the building is safe in every respect, and 


that there has been no yielding of the walls 
sinco the last examination, thirteen years ago. 
Besides, Mr, John P. Folant, a member of 
the church, has examined it twice a year for 
twenty years, with no perceptible change in 
the wall. Mr. Darling and Mr. Brink, who 
worked upon the church during the whole 
period of the construction, both say that when 
the east wall was put up it was out of line as 
it now Is, viz.,seven aud one-half inches at the 
top.
